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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicants* remarks/arguments on pages 2 
and 3 of the after final response rennain unpersuasive in view of independent claim 2 only, as set forth in sections 4 and 6 of the final 
rejection mailed September 20, 2007 and the advisory action mailed December 10, 2007. However, the examiner agrees with the 
applicants (in reference to the phone Interview of December 21 , 2007 and the after final responses of November 29, 2007 and December 
26, 2007) regarding the patentably distinguishing limitation "accommodated in said robot main body driving power cable" of independent 
claims 1 and 4 and dependent claim 3. Independent claim 2 does not set forth this feature, and the applicants do not distinctly address 
the alleged deficiencies of the prior art references in view of independent claim 2. In this instance, it is suggested that the applicants 
incorporate the subject matter of dependent claim 3 into Independent claim 2 to place the application in condition for allowance.
